FURTHER TO AMEND THE ORISSA MUNICIPAL ACT, 1950 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Orissa in the 
Sixty - first Year of the Republic of India , as follows: 


Short title . 


1. This Actmay be called the Orissa Municipal ( Amendment) 
Act, 2010 . 


Amendment 2. In sub - section ( 1) of section 19 of the Orissa Municipal

section 19. Act, 1950 for the words “ fifteen days ” the words “ forty - five days ” Orissa Act

shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


1. The State Election Commission has suggested to substitute 
the words “ forty - five days ” in place of the words " fifteen days " 
appearing in the sub - section ( 1) of section 19 of the Orissa Municipal 
Act, 1950 which relates to presentation of election petition with the 
reason that presentation of an election petition against a Councillor 
on the ground that the candidate has committed corrupt practices 
relating to non - filing of election account within the date specified 
and incurring expenditure beyond the prescribed limit will be 
impracticable because this information can only be known after the 
candidate files his election account which is one month after the 
declaration of the result whereas he has to present the election 
petition within 15 days from the date of declaration of result . 


2. Under section 81 ( 1) of the Representation of the People 
Act, 1951, an election petition is to be presented within forty - five 
days from the date of election of returned candidates. 


3. Accordingly , it is considered expedient to suitably amend 
sub -section (1 ) of section 19 of the Orissa Municipal Act, 1950 by 
enhancing the period of filing of election petition from " fifteen days " to 
" forty -five days ”.
